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Mediator between Heaven and the People 
Embodiment of China as Super Power 

Bernhard Bierschenk 


Abstract The significance of a citation of China’s Xi Jinping, incorporating Confucius’ 
sayings, resides not in its physical reality, but in core values, which imply the Agent [A] of 
the [AaO] formalism as the intentional force in a relationship to the Objective [O] and thus 
the idea of self-orientation. It follows that the intention of Xi needs to be mediated through an 
exchange of properties that are duty-bound with respect to self-cultivation, their family, 
community and society. Stated in terms of humanity and humanization, self-hood is the 
creative force in the ongoing transformations throughout life. Since evolutionary changes 
appear through clusters of composites, they generate rhythmically the variables to be 
processed through [AaO] sequences. Working in a clocking mode, variable movements at the 
micro as well as the macro level allow their coupling with global trends. At the macro level, 
the applied procedures are in strictly technical terms surpassing the limits of classical 
language-dependent strategies. Moreover, through produced asymmetries not only 
componential disparity but also an alternative vision through the established perspectivation 
has become the basis for the extraction of core relations. Applying a concise operational 
design implies the mirroring of novel state attractions that are established in complex energy 
landscapes. 


The main goal with the present research project concerns “the planning of competence 
development as part of becoming a citizen”. The focus of this article is consequently on the 
control of behaviour by conscious and non-conscious processing of information that specifies 
one’s life quality. An operational analysis of life quality requires its demonstrative definition. 
Such a definition has to be made the basis of experimental task specification and the 
formulation of appropriate instructions. These conditions are determinative in the 
development of boundary conditions for planning competence development founded on the 
law of infonnation processing in Gibson’s sense (Gibson, 1979). 

However, behavioural control is needed and an achievement of its effect is intimately 
related to the processing of useful information. It follows that the utility of information is a 
necessary but no sufficient condition for one’s radical perspectivation of survival conditions. 
Information has to be useful for any learning system. If a behavioural effect shall be 
observed, its usefulness is dependent on its sense-making quality. Furthermore, the 
availability of meaningful consequences, as derived from the analysis of information picked 
up, is decisive for the function of one’s mental development. In a learning environment, 
mental systems must be used for a synthesis of situational constraints. 

It follows that mental functions in the information processing have to be concentrated 
on the essence of a learning task, and thus on the activation of a required reaction. From a 
civilizing point of view, availability of information draws attention to conscious integration 
experiences. Integration functions are building on timing. This is the profound coordinative 
ability of the mental system. From this ability follows the behavioural achievement of a 
remarkably reliable identification of significant information and its transformation through 
learning systems. Basically, learning seems to be rooted in timing-mechanisms and of what is 
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moving a person. However, when this mechanism is impaired, staging a learning process 
becomes non-reliable and consequently insufficient in one’s orientation toward significant 
societal information. 

This circumstance relates the discovery of information and identification of social 
invariants of import for the utility function as a kind of built-in constraint. In contrast to other 
forms of utilising information, the present utilisation builds on the premise of conscious 
processing as the responsible development of personal concepts. It follows that consciousness 
no longer is conceived of as the sole faculty (or central agency) for generating information of 
import for the activation of the attention function. Conscious processing of information is 
dependent on global timing in the development of concepts that are basic for the 
identification of what is essential to the survival in a given civilization. Such concepts are 
basic for one’s orientation. 

In this view, personal concepts have the capacity of advancing the member of a 
civilization into a position where the structural relations between configurations of concepts 
can develop in a direction that generates definite advantages, especially in the moments of a 
crisis or development of danger. They have the property of guidance where public moral and 
norms no longer is a sufficient condition. It follows that the registration and conscious 
identification of events are functions of an utilisation of specified information in relation to a 
given civilization. Thus, a civilization is a formal expression of the status of citizenship. 
Moreover, citizenship is the formal expression of consensus and consequently the 
achievement of a certain degree of life quality. Thus, the preparation of any individual for a 
worthy life has to concentrate on citizenship. 

The Mandate of Heaven — Who Should Rule 

China Highlights (Fercility, 2017) is introducing the ideas of Confucius, Mencius and 
Xun Zi, which were codified and adapted over millennia into the system of doctrines known 
as Confucianism. It has been the code of ethics adopted by most of the great Chinese empires 
(206 BC - 1912 AD). As the main ancient way of thinking, its key aspects have changed and 
developed well over the past 2,500 years. 

Thus, civilization and citizenship is intimately related to the apparent forces of life 
that were, one time, assimilated under the global concept of “Zeitgeist”. It is not only the 
used system for acculturation that plays an important role in the making of a citizen, but the 
modus (or timing) of the individual’s reaction is likewise of import. For example, passing 
information from one generation (i.e., lifetime) to the next plays its part in an atmosphere of 
encouraging citizens to become reflective. The old Germanic nouns (‘Zit’, ‘Zeit’) are 
precisely those utterances that are addressing the import of time in education and processing 
of knowledge and skills. Thus, flexible or dynamic timing means their utilisation from one 
lifetime to another lifetime. This atmosphere of encouragement is captured in the old 
Germanic word (‘gheis’). 

In the context of China’s evolutions and revolutions, the scholars of Confucius 
promoted the idea of “the innate noble nature of man” and the idea of “the mandate of 
heaven” became the key concept in the underpinning of a strongman’s imperial legitimacy. 

Heaven chose a particular man and his descendants to be mediators between 

Heaven and the people. The man was like a god. Heaven's decision was 

known through the interpreting of natural omens and circumstances. 

For successful stipulation of methods and techniques for trapping the Zeitgeist, the ruler of 
China today should provide the opportunity to view and analyse his current mental condition 
and strength in terms of its civilian value. Once, the major goal of the present approach has 
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been stated this way, it is easy to see that people need help in their effort to comprehend the 
general outlook of its government. Identifying the specific principles of governance is the 
ultimate goal in any approach to comprehend societal developments. 

The thoughts of chairman Xi (Gracie, 2017) are establishing the dominant Zeitgeist 
due to the perspectivation of the given situation, which is causally restricting the ability of the 
citizen by adapting to the regime’s existing civil code according to the following citation: 

“He who rules by virtue is like the North Star”, Xi said, quoting the ancient 
philosopher Confucius. “It maintains its place, and the multitude of stars pay 
homage.” 


Morphological Expression 

The fundamental idea with the reproduction of the citation is that it is suitable in an attempt 
to encapsulate the process of judgement. Then, information of import to the judgement can be 
picked-up only to the degree that its event horizon has societal significance. During the time 
course of the path, visualized in Figure 1, each disc description pictures a point towards a 
prescribed informational specification and thus requires the activation of some transitions as 
well as transformations.

In a straightforward application of Table Al, containing the calculations of the grapheme 
production of Chairman Xi, the introduced coding protocol, makes it possible to derive the 
dynamical properties of coupling and entangling from the measured transitions through the 
alpha (0 a ) and beta (0p) dummies.

Magnitude and direction have been calculated for the resulting grapheme patterns, shown in 
Table A1 and Figure 1 above. The true shape of their movements is presented in Figure 2 and 
Figure 3. The order between the produced grapheme movements is interval-dependent. How 
the computation of an alpha variable and a beta variable looks like when transformed into a 
3D-form will first be illustrated with the Agent graph, representing the intent, carried by the 
textual agents. The corresponding Objective graph is representing the way of reasoning, 
which is the result of the carrying textual objective. Thus, for each component a PES-graph 
has been constructed. The appearance of a PES is shown to become similar to a waving 
fabric. Hence, the notion of movement texture seems to be a fitting term for the form or shape 
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of a PES. Producing the shape of a graph this way is expected to lead to energy surfaces, 
which conserve the dynamism and should make it easy to interpret its holistic properties. 

The unfolded spaces of the Agent and Objective make evident that their production 
has generated variations in the complexity of the geometric forms. This means that the flow 
dynamics of the Agent is characterized by vortices that specify its energetic properties. Since 
the spin-structure of the alpha Variables is always winding and developing in a certain 
direction, unwrapping means that its energetic potential will unfold its surfing wave. The 
resulting wave, as shown in Figure 2, displays a certain degree of acceleration and the wave 
is thereby generating extended minima, which are connecting the flow-dependency. This 
means that copying an ‘Agent’ proceeds stepwise, which leaves behind a mark of itself that, 
has an effect on the steep of the wave. In contrast, when the development of the wave is 
arrested at the tip in the upper right corner, the corresponding shape is winding up into an 
edge-shaped curve.

When the shape of its rolling wave becomes helical, the 
shape will buckle. Thus, the changes in the Objective are connected with a dramatically 
rolling wave. To repeat, in the absolute sense, the wave builds on the underlying string 
complexity that directs the underlying information flow. According to Wales (2003, p.l) the 
minimum, shown in the coordinate (X=l, Y=2) refers to variable 3 in Table A2 of the 
Appendix. It is the point from which a small displacement in any direction increases the 
energy. 


Structural Stability 

In the following, Free Energy Spaces (FES) will be realised, which restrict the folding of the 
alpha and beta strand rotations, previously established in the Figures 2 and 3. In the context 
of Figure 4, the search for novel attractors is tied to the fusion dynamics of the graph and has 
to be conceived of as the operational definition of the asymmetric extraction of a perspective. 
Fundamental to this process is the provision that growth can be taken into account and 
evaluated in relation to the complexity of the emerging landscape. However, relative to some 
line of action, the significance in the inclination of a particular path is increasing with time. 
Thus, a stepwise transformation is simultaneously generating a path that is climbing to its 
ultimate peak. 

A first measure of the difficulties posed for comprehending the directional property of 
the citation is the degree to which a dimensional transformation of the conceived depth- 
relations has taken place. Since a fold in the landscape is expressing an evolving substructure, 
manifested substructures give expression to the evolutionary qualification of a particular 
configuration. A singularity of an established configuration is thereby characterising the 
region of a landscape, which is manifesting a particular change in perspective. For that 
reason, the singularities of a landscape are marking differences in perspectivation. Moreover, 
strong bottlenecks imply firmness in the steps on the transformation path. As a result, all 
complexities observed during transformation are at the end contained in the specifying 
terminus of the final singularity. 

The Orientation 

The basic structure suggests a cumulative progress, e.g., increasing structural 
complexity. An evolutionary search for novel attractors implies that the established states can 
be approached by two different strategies. Either one is searching from the top and 
downwards or the other way around, from the bottom to the top.

When a certain trend constitutes the context for resemblance, the structural relations 
underlying a particular landscape appear to be dissimilar partly in the dynamics, partly in the 
forming of novel state attractors. However, the most characteristic property of an emerging 
folding path is that it is losing its direct similitude to the path of Figure 3 due to its higher 
degree of abstractness. Thereby, it is shifting toward a phase where the boundaries of the path 
are defined anew. Still, a minimum on FES appears as a basin surrounded by mountain on all 
sides and “any step is uphill” (Wales, 2003, p. 2). 
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To begin with the transformation given in the Appendix as Table A3, the lowest 
attractor is carrying the magnitude (g=-0.16309), which is appearing in the location (strain-1, 
shear-4). Location and magnitude imply from the geometrical point of view, as already 
mentioned, a minimum. According to Wales (2003, p. 2), it may be considered as the global 
minimum, characterizing Figure 4. The depth of this attractor is the result of a substitution 
process, anchored in the string composition [said(Xi +quoting the ancient philosopher 
Confucius]. Thus, when the total configuration has settled on this base line, it has become 
necessary to determine and communicate the distinctness of the emerging invariant by giving 
it a name, namely Reflection. 

Reflection as argued by Steven Lee Myers (2018), the real Xi Jinping is a guarded 
secret behind the public persona. Nevertheless, state television has pictured him as the 
“family-state” advocate, which is at the center of Confucianism. Since people are considering 
his way of governing by likening him to their parents, it seemed not to come as a surprise that 
media mentioned words like “my emperor”. However, state news media did immediately 
downplay the issue. By contrast, he is generally depicted as a firm but nonetheless an adored 
patriarch and leader who lights poverty and corruption at home while building China’s 
prestige abroad as an emerging superpower. 

Once the trajectory of the micro structure has moved towards the realm of the 
attractor, named Admiration, its participation is changing the direction of the path at the 
position (strain-5, shear-5) and implies a change in magnitude (g=4.3960). The underlying 
assumption is that the concept gives expression to a sensible pick-up of a positive affordance 
due to the surrounding social texture. 

Admiration As president of China (since 2013) an image has been cultivated, which 
suggests a benevolent father figure. His change to the constitution has given him super power 
with a hope that he would work for a peaceful rise of the country. Besides some critical 
comments and worries outside China, Xi has gotten considerable support and he is considered 
as a “singular force that could restore the glory of the nation” (Perlez & Hernandez, 2018). 
Looking at Xi through Chinas “family-state- kaleidoscope”, vital clues are revealed about 
reshaping gender relations and family roles. Whether seen as benevolent father or hetero- 
patriarchal oppressor, his admirers call him “Uncle Xi” and honour him for defending China 
against the chaotic conditions of the rest of the world (Hird, 2017). 

The degree of a realized articulation of a focused condition corresponds operationally 
to the shades in a landscape. Since maintaining its place is contextually specific, it is 
important to relate this string composite to the particular context of holding the pole position. 
The proper location is marked at (strain-5, shear-3) by Pole sitter which carries the 
magnitude (g=4.6158). 

Pole sitter position at the heart of Beijing is the “High North” (Johnson, & Standish, 
2018). China is eager to prospect shipping goods and to dominate arctic transport roads to 
Europe. The vision of an arctic link, the so-called “Silk Road” has been estimated to cost 
trillions of dollars and has the approval of Xi. Since it has become part of China’s official 
policy, it has received even more focus and attention, especially with an eye on the fact that 
China occupies a unique position as the largest emitter of carbon dioxide (Junor, 2014). 
Continued personal commitment by Xi to promote a sustainable development globally will be 
vital (Stem, 2017). Looking at Pole sitter as the attractor for climate change innovations, 
China holds the “Pole position”. 

Finally, the Institute for Security & Development Policy (2016, p. 8) has outlined an 
extensive clarification of China’s position by considering itself as the prime Nation to have 
the rights to all territories, also referred to the “maritime features” throughout the South 
China Sea region. Its government deems alternative interpretations of its sovereignty and 
claims it as untenable.

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Self-cultivation In the Analects, Chapter 6 on self-cultivation, this concept has 
emerged in the coordinate (strain-1, shear-1), which carries the magnitude (g=12.0105). It 
connects to Xi’s early studies in exile and as a political outcast that is at the centre of his 
being and becoming despite his experiences as a red “princeling”. 

Since it is explicitly anchored in his reference to Confucius and “rules by virtue”, as 
well as “is like the North Star” some basic ideas will be utilized in the translation of what it 
means in modern terms. Confucius refers to two persons who are not opposed to one another 
by their basic potential. On the contrary, they are different because of their developed 
potential. Considered in evaluative terms, the first one “rules by virtue” may have developed 
ethical judgement, while the second one “is like the North Star” has developed an 
understanding of what is profitable ( The Sayings of Confucius, p. 34, 1910). 

Transformed into the mental world of Xi, as done by the World News of CNN (2018- 
03-11), China’s National People’s Congress has delivered one of the most significant shifts in 
the country’s politics during the present century. The Congress abolished the limits on Xi’s 
presidency and paved the way towards his “unchecked” ruling for life. This action has 
elevated him into a most astonishing Pole position and has preserved his thoughts as the 
guiding ideology for China’s future. However, it is questionable if this autocratic move will 
ensure a better future for the people and happier lives. 

Self-cultivation It is the universal human property of synthetic thinking that has 
emerged in the position (strain-1, shear-1) with a magnitude of (g=12.0105). With reference 
to Confucius, coordinated invention is at work in the teaching of what is right and wrong. In 
knowing that the personal example is the most effective way of teaching, the same powerful 
influence is attributed to the personal conduct of the sovereign. Hence, if a ruler were 
personally upright, his subjects would do their duty unbidden. On the contrary, if the ruler is 
not upright, his subjects would not obey, whatever his bidding. On this promise, Xi Jinping 
has returned China into the era of a “one-man-rule”. 

Since the dynamics in the folding is manifested in continuous and discontinuous 
trajectories, both have constraining effects on climbing towards the top of a mountain. When 
linked to the distance in the folded space, the fusion dynamics gives expression to a very 
characteristic landscape of mountains and valleys. Based on the established landscape in 
Figure 4, a step in the climbing can be captured through the dependency relation of Table 1. 

Its coupling configuration implies a transformation where (To) is acting on (Ti). 
Because of this action, the fusion process is moving upwards and towards the ultimate state. 
The central idea of Confucius is that every normal human being is cherishing the aspiration 
of becoming a superior man. To be superior to his fellows, and if possible surely superior to 
his own past and present, applies to a particularly high degree in the sense that Xi is 
perfecting his ambitious goals as the supreme leader of China.

In the Associated Press (2018), the voice of the renowned writer, Ma Bo is alarming the 
world with his prediction that the unchecked one-man rule of the communist party may end 
in a catastrophe. Further, “as a Chinese of conscience, I cannot stay silent!” Censors have 
quickly silenced him and deleted his proclamation from the Internet. Conscience as a society-

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forming instinct has been outlined in Wikipedia (April 7, 2018, at 14:34) by many, not least 
by Charles Darwin, who considered conscience to evolve in humans to resolve conflicts. In 
his view, conscience is a requirement and a capacity to see ourselves from the point of views 
of significant others. 

In correspondence with the transformation process of Table 1, the established state 
attractors of Table 2 likewise require a backward binding, i.e., from (T (l ) to (T 3 ). An inbuilt 
dynamic correction mechanism will guarantee that the produced outcome will be a suitable 
terminus.

The nature of change in Table 2 reflects a basic key in the Sayings of Confucius. Xi is fond of 
citing the terminus ‘Goodness’ in connection with the revision of oneself. “The subdual of 
self, and reversion to natural laws governing conduct - this is true goodness.” Integrated at 
this stage is a relatively favourable situation conducive to admiration. In this context, Xi again 
is adopting some thought of Confucius when he underlines the importance of ‘Patronage’ in 
knowledge acquisition and improvement of professional competence. Goodness in politics 
means in the first place to worry about the affairs of the state and in the last to worry about 
personal fortune. Goodness means also to have integrity and to circumvent corruption through 
riches and honours. This kind of strength cultivates the arts of refinement and goodness, 
which attracts others and make them happy and contented. 

Repeated transformations and crossing of one path with another allow for the 
integration, shown in Table 3, which marks the consequence of having found the naming 
function in the form of a new structural relation.

Especially (T 7 ) makes evident that a new structural shift is anchored in the text surface. 
Shifting experiences become evident through the naming function, which is providing the 
meaning of the involved transformations. Novel to the present turn on the path is the terminus 
‘Reflection’ that is recorded in the Analects. Confucius is suggesting that wise patronage and 
encouragement of the arts is distinguishing the most enlightened governments. 

Shirk (2018) in the Journal of Democracy wrote an extended article on the elimination 
of competing power centres by Xi. Fears have mounted that his power play could spark 
resistance from disappointed politicians who had lost their patronage and chances of 
promotion. Gracie (2017) writes in BBC News “With an envelope of banknotes here, and a 
nod there, patronage is how Communist Party politics has often worked. Cleaning up the 
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system means removing not just individuals, but whole networks of influences and a 
culture”. 

Of particular interest is how Xi has systematically demolished any patronage networks 
controlled by others. Moreover, China’s institutionalized leadership has been unable to 
prevent the return of a strongman and the ‘Reflection’ of purely personal modes of 
expression. The mission of Xi Jinping in the governance of China (Jones, 2015) has been 
presented by the Schiller Institute and has been published by the Shanghai Press (2015, 
February 17). In this volume, the author puts forward the idea that the Chinese Communist 
Party (CCP) is the only single body that can keep China together and on the road to progress. 
If it were to lose its ‘raison d’etre’ in the eyes of the Chinese people, it would nationally and 
internationally mean the end of a successful course, and this problem has been attacked by Xi. 
He clearly supports a causal efficacy and a capacity to produce powerful social and economic 
effects. The term ‘Superiority’ in Table 3 implies this kind of sophistication. 

To be reflective means that people grow with growing experience and learn to adapt. 
In the program of BBC News in 2017, the producer is asking how one man can come to power 
and tighten his grip and thereby come to embody China’s destiny. In a speech, Xi is 
addressing the reluctance of Party officials to help grassroots organizations and people to cope 
and solve everyday problems. Therefore, he has set up a National Supervision Commission in 
2018 with the purpose to press everyone who works for the state or its affiliates to do their 
best. Susan L. Shirk reports in her article (2018) that the campaign will include professors, 
doctors, and executives of state-owned enterprises. 

In his ‘Reflection’ Xi told a friend, staying in his post in Beijing, would only lead to 
resentments. However, going to the provinces would be the only way to reach the “central 
power” (Osnos, 2018). Fulfilling this core belief in the CCP’s marks the ethical ‘Superiority’ 
and the clearest expression of his unromantic conception of politics as a contest between force 
and the forced. Thereby, China has re-entered a period in which everything is hinging to an 
extraordinary degree on the visions, impulses and insecurities of a solitary figure. 

The Intention 

For overcoming the impediment of traditional literature studies, a strategy has been 
applied that allows for a study of the intention involved in the citation. It constitutes the 
necessary complement to the orientation. Concentrating the designed PTA/Vertex method on 
the demonstrated results, shown in Figure 4, will make it possible to measure the personal 
angle in the citation of Xi Jinping. 

Since the names, extracted out of Figure 4 are further measurements of the way in 
which Xi has put the original idea of Confucius into his own perspective, certain selective 
changes have been produced due to the contextual constraints of the citation. Some of the 
selected names are mirrored in Figure 5. In turning to the differences, it becomes evident that 
the termini relate lawfully and in a refined configuration to certain aspects of accountability. 
This means that the mirroring terms are capturing the fundamental idea from the intentional 
point of view, however in differently convoluted regions of the landscape. 

Compared to the reported state attractions of Figure 4, the transformed and refined 
configuration of Figure 5 makes evident that [Superiority] is the key function and likewise, 
the root of the Agent component. Intentionally, the attraction is strengthening Xi’s 
willingness to exert power and is underpinning the implied imperial legitimacy. 

Apart from the demonstration of the mirror effect, [Admiration] is another key 
function in the Agent component. With respect to Xi, [Goodness] is validating any standards 
of excellence in governance. By the time when his father had been politically rehabilitated, he 
advanced his son’s career through his patronage network. In terms of the fusion dynamics, 
the latter is approachable by a certain kind of [Conscience].

Central for Confucius and consequently for Xi, who did build his own [Self-cultivation] on 
[Reflection], is the idea of harmony, which is inevitably connected with the concept of 
[Shining]. Since it implies excellence and obedience to parents and authority, people should 
be trained and forced to behave in their roles. Naturally, with reference to the Orientation 
dimension, the Patronage of Xi is back in focus, since his authority is founded on the 
investment of a great deal of effort in marketing the ideas of Confucius domestically and 
abroad. 
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In this respect, only the knowledge of human nature counts, which means that people 
are basically conceived as social in kind and therefore fundamentally good. With reference to 
his belief in the political value of personal goodness, it was after all justified by himself as the 
“throne-less king” ( The Sayings of Confucius, 1910, p. 36). 

Goodness is fundamental to the idea of the innate noble nature of man. To bring this 
attractor to the fore, people need to be schooled so that the affluent and the unfortunate may 
meet in school as equals by forgetting their pre-set differences. Thus, schooling would imply 
the forming of an “Aristocracy” of noble character highly different from noble birth. 

Conscience means the inauthentic mode of being (‘Da-sein’), which may be taken as 
the condition of being in the world and becoming authentic due to the evolving conscience, 
which is an inner and consequently an intentional quality. To quote Confucius: “Conscience 
is the inner voice which warns us that someone might be looking. Hear and you forget, see 
and you remember, do and you understand”. 

One of the deepest lying aspects of conscience is the differentiation between inner and 
outer qualities and an emphasis on the superiority of personal exemplification over explicit 
rules of behaviour. Understanding conscience requires examination and context to be 
understood. At present, the personality and the context standing at the focal point in China is 
Xi Jinping, who can be extremely satisfied, since he can theoretically exercise indefinite rule, 
which contradicts the advice of Confucius, who has been against “unlimited superpowers”. 
Moreover, Xi’s thought on socialism with Chinese characteristics is overpowering the 
intuitive faculty of the individual’s conscience. 

Strict conformity is seen as the immense human willingness to imitate the thought of 
Confucius in order to influence the sovereign in his personal contact with his subjects such 
that they would do their duty unbidden. From the intentional point of view, this expectation 
appears to overestimate the power of forcing people into the right behavioural mode. 
However, in contrast to Western Democracies, it would be fair enough to expect that Xi, 
would wield constitutional power. This power would be very much greater than the power of 
Western politicians. By retaining full “despotic” power due to the successive gradations of 
rank and the nice arrangement of a hierarchy of officials they are accountable only to him. 

Many of Xi’s generation agree that when their schooling stopped and they learned to 
survive on their wits, they developed emotional toughness and independence of thought. Xi 
later reflected on his ability to listen to other points of view without necessarily bowing to 
them (Grade, 2017). 

Reflection in this context means paraphrasing Confucius and the intentional point of 
concern is related to the approximation of the inner thoughts Confucius had put forward ( The 
Sayings of Confucius, 1910, p. 34). In correspondence, devotion to the abstract cause of right 
and justice in government must be puzzling for those who would regard Xi as the very kind of 
person, whose character embodies the proposed materialistic wisdom as well as practical 
utilitarianism. One can only hope that Xi will succeed with his ambitious project to achieve a 
“Utopian China” by reforming all Chinese to become wise and follow good sovereignty. 

Self-cultivation in the vision of order unites with the concerns of Confucius for 
harmony and symmetry. Intentionally, the individual is transforming himself by his own self- 
cultivation efforts. To transform from being to becoming can only be achieved by the 
individual through the interaction with natural and social environments. Therefore, continuity 
in transformation requires a commitment to a life-long self-examination and self-cultivation 
with the ultimate goal to reach the state of humanity (Dallmayr, 2002). 

Admiration is a hallmark in the Analects of Confucius and refers to his thought and 
emphasis on studying. He has very little faith in natural understanding or intuition. For him, 
the only true way of coming to an understanding is a long and careful study of the subject, 
which however requires a good teacher. The student can learn from him only by imitating his

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words and deeds (Confucius, Stanford Encyclopaedia of Philosophy, 2002/2013). 

Pole sitter refers to the star attribute and David R. Ignatius in Washington Post asks 
the question if and to what extent Xi Jinping’s star is burning too bright (Ignatius, 2017). By 
erasing the collective leadership style of previous generations, Xi has elevated himself into 
the “Chinese pantheon”. His thoughts have been imprinted in the constitution and are now, 
like Mao, guiding China into a new era of global power display. Meanwhile, his previous 
ambitions have been to transform China into a regional power, his new ambitions are however 
now to frame a new global order. The Chinese have traditionally played the role to appear less 
powerful than what they really were. However, this style of conduct has become obsolete 
since it is no longer possible of the “emperor” Xi to imply weakness in his reflecting display 
of “brightness”. 


Discussion 

When it comes to an evaluation and discussion of the attractions of intention and 
orientation, it seems worthwhile to relate the discussion to the particular context of the 
configurations. First, the roots in the landscapes refer in both cases to the affirmation of 
Superiority and the readiness to face the experience of other people in the process of learning. 
Thus, when linked to the teaching, advocated by Confucius, the established path suggests the 
priority of an “evaluative democracy” over an “elective democracy” as practised by western 
societies. Xi Jinping clearly favours evaluation, which he hopes to become the world’s 
leading pattern of governance. 

It should be noted that this kind of governance is expected to build on Goodness, 
which Confucius thought would imply “social rightness”. With this shift in focus, Xi is 
meaning that the promise of rightness can only be achieved based on labour and thus due to 
an ongoing practising of humanization. Seeing self-cultivation within the context of social 
interaction and collaboration is producing the condition for a socially harmonious society. In 
Xi’s view, this would mean a socialistic society. Moreover, the ancient origin of the Chinese 
values and social relations makes it incompatible with the international human rights of the 
western world but ethically superior. 

A picture beginning to emerge is that Xi is turning towards Confucius with the 
purpose to provide an ideological foundation for his 21 st century ruling. He seems to take 
special interest in The Sayings of Confucius. This circumstance has been the motivation to 
study the consequence from the structural point of view. 

Language conceived of as a natural system becomes structured through rhythmic 
driving forces, which are transforming kinetic energy into verbal flows. By processing the 
selected quote, it becomes possible to measure Xi’s intention with precision and to represent 
the result through the structure contained in the corresponding energy landscape. To the 
degree, that Xi has the capacity to induce his mental dynamics into the quote; it has been 
shown that its core has the deep commonalty that biological mechanisms show in their 
evolution of patterns of text building behaviour. Mentality is produced from the inside out and 
has been described as a global trend in the dimensions of intention and orientation.
